Conservation Corps 


Would Aid Nation 


WASHINGTON — Conservation of America’s 
soil, 


natural resources of timber, 


water and 


wildlife for the use of future generations has 

become an accepted goal of public policy during the past 50 years, 
thanks largely to the continuing efforts of a large group of dedicated 
men and women working through organized conservation groups. Yet 
these dedicated Americans, serving as a ‘“‘watchdog’’ force to guard 
our resources, are perhaps more aware than most of the public of the 
national neglect in properly implementing our conservation objectives 


in recent years. 

Few developments have caused 
them more distress than the fact 
that since the closing days of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps at 
the beginning of World War II, it 
has been virtually impossible for 
the federal and state conservation 
agencies to keep pace with work 
that needs to be done. 

When the draft effectively wiped 
out unemployment, the 300,000- 
man CCC, which had been mak- 
ing valiant strides in putting our 
national forests, parks and wild- 
life refuges into first-class shape, 
dwindled rapidly. As the nation 
turned to the urgent task of win- 
ning a total war, conservation 
was virtually forgotten. The CCC 
itself quietly passed into history. 

\s the 50th anniversary year 
of Teddy Roosevelt's historic Gov- 
ernors Conference on .Conserva- 
tion of Natural Resources in 1908 
approached, American conserva- 
tionists naturally hoped that a 
great renewal of the nation’s con- 
servation effort might be forth- 
coming. But only in the ‘Mis- 
sion 66°" program of the National 
Park Service (and even this pro- 
gram lacked = sufficient scope) 
were there any signs of a re- 
awakening of national effort.

At the same time, during these 
past months, serious unemploy- 
ment problems have developed 
among two groups — the under- 
employed part-time farmer and 
woodsmen (and this includes 
many reservation Indians) and 
the young boy out of high school 
without a job and no prospects 
of a college education. 

That is why on March 31 I in- 
troduced legislation to set up a 
Youth Conservation Corps of 150,- 
000 young men.

W ASHINGTON—Twenty-four hours after the 
President’s special defense reorganization mes 
sage one Washington newspaper headline read: 
on Eisenhower's 


program. The United 


Press bluntly stated the President's proposals were “‘born dead.” 


It is the nearly unanimous 
opinion, of congressional corre- 
spondents that White House 


plans to bring the Pentagon 
abreast the needs of space-age 
warfare have little chance of be- 
ing approved without being sav- 
agely watered down. 

This could be a 
judgment, but it will take in- 
genious leadershin* to prove it 
wrong. Eisenhower will have to 
summon the grim determination 
of his World War II command, 
the zest of the 1952 presidential 
cumpaign and the resourceful- 
ness Which should come from 
having lost some pretty big bat- 
tles with Congress in the past. 

This is the kind of fight the 
President is up against; nothing 
less. It will be rough, tough and 
tricky. His congressional oppo- 
nents know all the rules in the 
book and won't hesitate to use 
them. And there will be some in 
the Pentagon waiting for the op- 
portune moment to try to help 
Congress stop the President in 
his tracks. 

Right now the consensus 
among reporters and politicians 
alike is Eisenhower will not make 
the fight hot enough and hard 
enough to have a good chance of 


premature 


winning, that he just won't have 
the stomach for it. 
But my information is that on 


defense modernization Eisenhow- 
er is implacably determined to 


battle to the end, to use every 
resource at his command and 
that he is prepared to ask the 
Country to judge the vote of every 
member of Congress on this vital 
issue. 

If Eisenhower realizes how 
greatly the odds are against his 
winning this battle with Congress 
perhaps he will be open to a 
suggestion from the bleachers. 


I believe if President Eisen- 
hower would appear, on his 
initiative, as a witness before 
« combined session of the Senate 
and House Armed Services Com- 
mittees he could win enough con- 
verts to carry the day.

NEW YORK (P—The_ small 
economy-size car has done the 
most to emancipate the house- 
wife since the electric dish 
washer. 

The cars also flatter our looks, 
make us better drivers, solve 


our parking problems and calm 
our husbands’ nerves, says 
Charles Snitow, president of the 
international Automobile Show. 

‘Roughly 16 million American 
wives have been captives, ma- 
rooned at home every day while 
their husbands took the family 
car, even though 10 million of 
these women had driving li- 
censes. 

“Now, thanks to the small 
ears, mostly foreign models, 
women are getting freed daily,” 
said Snitow. 


CHEAPER 


Families can afford two cars 
because the small ones are 
cheaper to buy and run. Some 
get 30 to 40 miles to the gallon, 
he explained. The number of 
two-car families is expected to 
increase from the four and a 
half million in 1955 to nearly 
eight million by 1960 and 11 mil- 
lion by 1965. 

Sales show that within the 
past year, the interest in econ- 
omy cars has jumped 100 per 
cent. Women and suburban liv- 
ing get most of the credit. 

‘‘Housewives are fond of these 
cars for shopping and driving 
in suburbs. Besides, they can 
get the car in and out of the 
family garage without knocking 

er doors—and that’s a relief 
to husbands,”” said Snitow.

The captain and crew of an airplane flying over Louisiana re- 
ported Thursday that they saw a fiery object streak across the 
sky in broad daylight—a sight which may have marked the end 
of Russia’s dog toting Sputnik II. 

At Cambridge, Mass., the Smithsonian Astrophysical Observ- 
atory calculated that the satellite, if still up, could not last later 
than 9 p.m. Saturday. By then, a scientist estimated, Sputnik II 
would have fallen below 100 miles altitude and its life would be 


measured in minutes.
